SENSATIONAL CAREER 


IN THE WEST 


OF “CALAMITY JANE” 


Death of the Remarkable Woman Who Fought Indians 


and Drove a Stage Goach. 


WAS YOUNG 


AND PRETTY AND HAD 


A ROMANCE.

She Was a Dead Shot, Wore Men’s Clothing and Side by Side She Rode With 
Custer’s Men and Asked No Favors. 


-_-- 


The news comes from a place near Deadwood, 8. D., 
that “Calumity Jane,” once the pride of the gold mines 
and the best known woman scout in the world, is dead. 
She passed through Indian wars, the red border days, 
the rush for gold to the Black Hills and almost every 
other adventure which could be found on the plains 
thirty years ago, and at last died peacefully in her 
home and not, as she often expressed a wish, “with her 
boots on.” 

What her real name was and whence she came will 
never be known, She suddenly appeared on the 
Nebraska plains along in the '60s, young and pretty, 
dressed in men’s clothing and carrying all the arms 
which a first-class plainsman carried. And she could 
use her firearms as well as any man. Casting in her 


lot with * Wild Bill,” “California Jack,” “Buftalo Bill,” | 


‘Deadwood Dick” and other border characters, se 
soon became as well known as her companions, and 
stood her share of the hardships without a whin: per. 

During the Indian wars on the frontier “Calamity 
Jane” acted as United States scout and was as reckless 
and daring as any scout in the army. At riding she 
was the equal of a “bronco buster’’ and no service con- 
nected with scouting was too dangerous for her to 
undertake. 

But it was after she reached the Black Hills that she 
became famous throughout the country. When the 
Hills were first opened for settlement, in 1876, “Jane’’ 
came in with the rush. She was at the christening of 
Deadwood, and was a member of the first “Judge

Lynch Court” which satin the Hills. In those years 

the Indians were plentiful and hostile, the trails were 

infested with “road agents” and the “‘bad” men were on 

every hand. 

Fighting was the order of the day. Every other 
house was a saloon, gambling den and dance hall; and 
it required men of “nerve” to live in Deadwood. 
“Calamity” lived there in those days and took her

share of it all, always giving back a little better than 
was given her in any differences that arose. Gold was 
plentiful in those days of placer mining and “Calamity 
Jane” staked out her claims and mined just like the 
men. And all the time she carried her two revolvers 
in her belt. 

Then came the fever—a fearful scourze so far from 
civilization, doctors and medicine. “Calamity Jane’”’ 
quickly changed her suit of buckskin for woman’s ap- 
parel, went Into the improvised hospital camp, and 
nursed the invalids as tenderly as any other woman 
could have done. And after it was over she returned 
to her bucks«ins, her guns and her gold mining. 

*“Jane’s” name of “Calamity’’ was given her by a 
soldier back in 1873 or 1874, Half a dozen Sioux warriors 





| tried to ambush her as she was scouting. She killed 
five of the redskins before they could escape. When 
the report reached the fort a soldier remarked, “Gee ! 
those Injuns must have thought a calamity had over- 
takenthem!” “Calamity Jane” it was from that day. 

“Calamity’’ scouted General George Custer for many 
months, and it was only by an accident that she was 
not with the ill-fated expedition to the Big Horn coun- 
try when Custer and his men were massacred. Im- 
mediately afterward she gave up scouting and went to 
the new gold fields in the Black Hills. 

She and “Wild Bill,” said to be the best shot and 
bravest man on the prairies, were great cronies for 
many years. ‘Wild Bill” is the man who, when at- 
tacked by twelve outlaws in Kansas, killed eleven of 
| them and desperately wounded the other, himself re- 
ceiving a dozen wounds, Again when, as marshal of a 
border town, be attempted to arrest seventeen soldiers 
who resisted and began shooting at him, he killed 
seven of them and wounded several others. He was 
assassinated while playing cards in Deadwood, and is 
buried on the mountainside. 

Although that took place many years agu, ‘‘Calamity 
Jane,” as she lay dying, asked her friends to bury her 
by the side of “Wild Bill,” and they did so. ; 

For several years “Calamity” drove a ‘‘bull team,” 
freighting between the Missouri river and Deadwood, 
and during this time had many brushes with Indians. 
Her steady nerves and ready use of firearms saved her 
life more than once during those years. Old-timers 
still tell of her clashes with the red men. The trip 
across the treeless prairies required thirty to forty days 
each way. There were no roads to speak of, fresh 
meat for the train was obtained by killing buffalo, ante- 
lope and other game, and a constant guard bad to be 
kept against Indians, 

In addition to having complete charge of the train, 
“Calamity” always undertook to furnish meat for the 
drivers, and her men never suffered from lack of food. 
She always acted as scout as well. Her train was never 
surprised by the Sioux, although it was attacked several 
times. 

Among her other accomplishments ‘Calamity, Jane’”’ 
could handle the “ribbons” in a manner to put to 
shame the finest driver. At times she drove the Dead- 
wood coach through the mountain defiles. Her ability 
to handle the wild stage horses was never questioned. 

It was while driving the stage that “Calamity Jane”’ 
had a famous clash with the outlaw band of “Lame 
Johnny,” the most notorious road agent who ever in- 
fested the Black Hills. When the stage drove onward 
with its treasure box unmolested and a!! the passengers 
safe four of “Lame Johnny’s” men lay dead by the 
roadside. Hier coach was never afterward troubled by 
“road agents.”’ 

But gradually the country became civilized. “Wild 
Bill” was assassinated, ‘California Jack’’ went to the 
Southwest, “Buffalo Bill” went to “ranching,” * Dead- 
wood Dick” went into business, other old cronies went 
‘out West,” and “Calamity Jane’ took off her buck- 
skin suit, donned woman’s clothing, married John 
Burke and settled down to the humdrum life of a 
rancher’s wife.

He was down for nine seconds, but was 
desperate when he regained his feet and fought aggrer- 
sively for the rest of the round. 

In the sixth Carter landed a right to Ruhlin’s ear as 
an opener. Ruhlin kept jabbing and wearing away his 
rival’s strength, but Carter set his lips in determination 
and rushed at the giant before him. Rubhlin jabbed 
him three times in quick succession and Carter nearly 
fell to the floor. He was not beaten yet, however, and 
drove Rublin back with a vicious right swing. The 
two were engaged in a savage rally when the gong 
sounded ending the bout.

The fellow looks to he 
strong, and he appears to be built to stand plenty of 
punishment. But what can a slow man do against a 
gigantic annibilator like Jeffries ? Absolutely nothing. 
Granting that Munroe did stay four rounds with the 
champion, it is a well-known fact that the miner was 
floored several times, and in the final round he was 
almost done for when the gong saved him, In that 
bout, the Montana newspapers declare Jeffries’ man- 
ager agreed to treat Munroe kindly if he would go on 
and box four rounds, just to draw a crowd. Clark Ball 
was managing the Jeff-Fitz show at the time, and as 
the story goes, he prevailed upon Jeffries to go lightly 
with this Munroe, and then as a business venture, Ball 
took Munroe on the road, starring bim in opposition 
to the other pair. 

Munroe and his manager evidently see an oppor- 
tunity to get a big loser’s end, in addition to the money 
for exhibitions, etc., and it is for this they are working 
at present. If we do not miss our guess, Jack Munroe 
will bave several sorts of things done to him if he 
really has the temerity to again face Jeftries in the 
ring, for Jeft is in a class by himeelf. 


—and now it is Bob Fitzsimmons who is 
again anxiously striving to get into the picture. His 
steenth farewell announcement doesn’t seem to have 
been any more meant than its predecessors, for he bas 
engaged himself to meet Con Coughlin, the Irish Giant, 
in a little six-round affair, and Philadelp‘ua is to be the 
scene of the trouble. The sports already see the finish 
of Coughlin. Though a man of great size physically, 
he has yet to demonstrate that he measures up with 
top notchers from a boxing standpoint. The contest is 
regarded merely as good exercise forthe former boss of 
middle and heavyweights. Fitzsimmons probably has 
something else in view. He likely is taking on 
Coughlin just to limber up. The suspicion is growing 
that Fitzsimmons is warming up for a battle with Jack 
Munroe. It is by no means certain that Jim Jeffries 
will have first crack atthe miner. Munroe says he is 
anxious to fight Jeffries, but he also states that he 
would prefer to fight his way up the championship 
ladder. This may be a graceful way of backing away 
from Jeffries, and Fitzsimmons is not slow in making 
known his willingness to help Munroe along. Fitz 
holds Munroe cheap and reckons it will be an easy 
proposition to put away the miner inside of six rounds, 
for the idea is to hold the bout in Philadelphia, The 
champion is itching to fight Munroe, in order to wipe 
out the practical defeat out in Butte last winter. He 
seemed to have the miner cornered, but Fitz’s liberal 
proposition that he does not wanta cent if he falls to 
stop Munroe in six rounds 1s likely to make the West- 
erner hesitate about meeting Jeffries, and the latter 
probably will not feel so kindly disposed towards Fitz 
if the bout is arranged, and for good reasons, for a de- 
feat at Fitzsimmons’ hands, which is quite in order, 
would rob Jeffries of a chance to get back at the Butte 
boxer.

Ferguson and Jobnson have 
already fought a couple of draws in Massachusetts, 
where ten rounds is about as far as the authorities will 
allow fighters to go, but at Colma these big fellows will 
be privileged to scrap for twenty-five rounds if they 
can't settle their argument in less time. 

Ferguson like Johnson is looked upon asa cham- 
pionship possibility, but it will take a long time to whip 
him into the front rank of heavyweights. Though not 
quite twenty-one years old Sandy weighs 226 pounds in 
condition and stands 6 feet 3 inches in his stocking 
feet. This makes him a bigger chunk of humanity 
than the present champion, who is no Lilliputian. 
Ferguson is no untried soldier in the arena. Aside 
from meeting Johnson twice he has a draw with Gus 
Ruhlin and two wins over Bob Armstrong, whom he 
defeated ina round each time. Tim McGrath, who ts 
training him, says that Ferguson does not know his 
Own strength. He has seen bim play with 500-pound 
iron dumb-bells as if they were so much wood.
